: Solicitor Mapes of the income tax division at Wash- 


-imgton in the Faherty expert fee matter &re such 
as to justify attention outside of Chicago. If the 
decision is not reversed not only will a million 
doliars or so be lost ‘to. the public funds in this 


* particular case but the door is opened wide to the 


- joss of many millions more. 
The decision holds that the five experts, who each 
_ received sums running between $500,000 and $600,- 
000, were employés of the city and, therefore, under 
the law, exempt from the federal income tax. 
These men received thirty or more times the salary 
_paid the chief executive of the city, the mayor. 
Yet Solicitor Mapes classified them as employés. 
They were not elected, but appointed, but they 
were as free from the terms of the civil service 
provisions imposed upon other appointed employés 
as they were from income tax. They kept their 
‘own offices. They did other than city work. But 
ithey were employés, according to Solicitor Mapes. 
' This judgment, we are told, was based chiefly, if 
not wholly, on a letter purporting to have been 
‘written by Mr. Faherty, as president of the board 
of local tmproyements, appointing the five experts 
_for a period of five years. The president of the 
board of local improvements has no authority to 
“appoint employés for a term of five years. — 
If the Mapes decision is sound and stands as a 
precedent for the department, we see no reason why 


“any profits gained from public work, howeVer 


“enormous, need bear taxation under the federal 
law. Any favored individual could get himself ap- 
pointed as an employé and escape the tax. A con- 
‘struction engineer who has got a contract for 
“building a $10,000,000 bridge, a $20,000,000 main 
“sewer, a $30,000,000 suyway, in any city of the 
union, may preyail upon'a friendly official to make 
“him an employé by the simple method of dropping 
“him a line or two, Thus many a profit of a mil- 


‘lion or five million, by no means a rarity in fat 
“public contracts, can be made tax exempt.

a whole chain of officials whom it might be advisa- 


ble for him to please. 
The possibilities of tax evasion and of corruption 


‘are virtually unlimited if the Mapes decision stands. 


BAD INTERNATIONAL 
MANNERS. 


The ruling of the attorney general holding that 
foreign vessels visiting our ports may not carry 
Mquor seems to us a breach of comity among na- 
‘Aions which reasonable Americans will regret. 
-In the relations of peoples, as in that of individ- 
uals, a decent consideration for one another's 
‘habits and preferences makes friendly association 
“possible. | 
Ships of foreign nations carry the customs of 
their nationalities. Italy, for example, requires by 
law that the crews on Italian ships shall. have a 
certain ration of wine. But the attorney general’s 
ruling not only imposes a drastic prohibition upon 
foreigners while temporarily in our ports for the 
conduct of foreign trade but declares it unlawful 
for them to have it-in their possession so as to be 
‘lable to use it when they are outside our jurisdic- 
tion. 

This is offensive to international good feeling. 
It adds to the dislike in which we are pretty gen- 


@erally held, ungratefully and unjustly, as we be- 


lieve. But certainly no nation can afford to violate, 
es this ruling does, the code of international good 
manners up to which we hold others go strictly. 
~ In fact, we doubt if Mr. Daugherty’s decision 
would have been published if proper consideration 
had been given to the state department. The prob- 
lem involves delicate adjustments of a diplomatic 
character. It is not a question between Oklahoma 
and Arkansas. It is not a question which should 
be determined by the strictest, most literal inter- 
pretation of our law, regardless of the spirit of 
woncession and social amenity necessary to toler- 
able relations in the family of nations.

A “DOWNTOWN” BEACH. 


Ald. Dorsey Crowe of the Twenty-first ward will 
submit a plan at the next regular council meeting 
to construct the largest bathing beach in the city 
from the Municipal pier to the foot of Chicago ave- 
nue, with lockers and dressing rooms for 10,000 | 
persons on the pier. 

Whether the plan is practicable we cannot say. 
Lake Michigan does violent tricks under the spur 
of a northeast gale, and sometimes offensive ones 
in a period of dead calm. The building of the pro 
posed beach, therefore, may be a matter to be de- 
cided by the engineering factors involved. But if 
it can be built without prohibitive cost in such a 
way that storms will not destroy it, or calms leave 
it stagnant and polluted, we believe it should. 

There is not a beach in Chitago more patronized | 
by the poor, whose opportunities for recreation are 
limited, than Oak street beach. And this despite 
the fact that it provides no lockers, dressing rooms, 
comfort stations, or other conveniences for bath- 
ers. “It is used by thousands daily in the summer 
time, despite its disadvantages, because it is 
needed. More thousands would use‘the proposed 
beach if it could be properly constructed. 

Such improvements are an asset to the city. They 
not only tend to improve the physical health of 
those who use them, but improve their outlook on 
life, their loyalty to their city, and their attitude 
toward society. No better advertisement of Chi- 
cago could be imagined than the summer picture 
of thousands of persons engaged in water sports, 
and golf and tennis and baseball, which greets the 
eye of a visitor all the way from the Municipal 
pier to the northern city line. There is not another 
city in the world ‘with such attractions on such a 
scale and in such convenient location. No city in 
the world has a “downtown” beach. It is well 
worth extending. ‘ 

Ald. Crowe’s proposal merits sympathetic hear- 
ing before the council. If he can bring engineering 
opinion to support its feasibility it deserves unqual- 
ified approval. Certainly no opposition by gold 
coasters on purely selfish. grounds should be al- 
lowed to kill it.

Chicago, Oct. 7.—The farmer is full of 
complaints about the middleman getting 
all the profits, but let us see just how 
far the farmer himself is to blame for 
the middleman. Any auto owner will 
back my statements that if we buy direct 
from the farmer anywhere around Chi- 
cago we are charged just as much or pos- 
sibly more by said farmer than we can 
buy the same thing for right here in 
town.

economic readjustment, it sees clearly 
that until some sort of readjustment is 
made by these countries,-including fe- 
ductions of their huge standing armies, 
balancing of their budgets, etc., they 
will never be in a position to meet 
their obligations to this country. 

Nevertheless, this government be- 
lieves, much may be accomplished in 
the way of European economic radjust- 
ment through the inftuence of Amer- 
ican bankers and commercial organiza- 
tions.

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GRID BOBY CLEARS UP 
CONFLICT OVER RULES 


New York, Oct. 1¢.—Football officials 
in games played throughout the coun- 
try have given such conflicting inter- | 
pretations of the two important, 
changes in the rulés, inaugurated this} 
year, one of which changes radically 
the scoring system of the game, that | 
the rules committee of the American 
Intercollegiate Football association to- 
day issued a statement in an attempt 
to clear the situation. 

Most of the trouble is over the new 
rule X., which was designed to change 


kick to a “try fer point” through | 
one of three methods. 
electing to “try for-point” by kicking 
goal, have claimed the point when the 
kick failed but one of their men re- 
covered the ball and rushed it behind 
the opposing goal. 


Conversion of Play Void. 


In some instances referees and other 
officials have erroneously upheld the 
contention, E. K. Hall, chairman of 
the rules committee, said in issuing 
the statement. Mr. Hall pointed out 
that a team having chosen to “try for 
point” by kicking, lost when the kick 
failed, and the instant it did fail the 
play automatically was ended. The| 
new rule, he added, does. not permit | 
the conversion of a play. 

The remainder of the confusion is | 
over the new rule regarding substitutes 
(rule III., section 2), which provides | 
that “a player who has been with- 
drawn from the game during the first 
half may return at any time during 
the second half. A player taken out 
in the second half may not return to 
the game.” 

Covers Withdrawal Between Halves. 


Concerning it Mr. Hall’s statement 
says: “While this rule does not in 
terms refer to a player who finished 
the first half but was withdrawn dur- 
ing the intermission between halves, 
there is no reason why such a player 
should not be allowed to return any 
time during the second half.”

An anonymous correspondent per- 
sistently calls for chow-chow. I do not 
make pickles. I do not eat pickles. I 
do not belfeve any one will eat pickles 
who plans to eat so as to maintain 
hea!th over long periods of time—never 
lesing one day from iliness in years 
and year after year. Vinegar and 
spices are not food, and vinegar soaked 
foods are practically worthless except 
as appetizers. Yet I'll admit there is 
no pleasanter odor on the autumn air 
than that of vinegar, spices, and pickle 
eingredients cooking. 

I tasted the chow-chow made by Mrs. 
Peterson, the dean of food demonstra- 
tors, and found it the best of its kind 
and gratifying to the. great public 
whom she serves and indulges. The 


recipe for two quar of what I tasted 
reads" 

“One large cauliflower, 
cumbers, 1 pint small onions, 6 small 
green peppers, 1 cup salt, 2 small red 
peppors, 1 quart vinegar, 2 tablespoons 
mustard. “Peel onions, let cook ten 
minutes in boiling water, then drain. 


and let soak in salted water one-half 
hour. Put onions in one bowl, cauli- 
flower, cucumbers, ‘and peppers in 
another. Add. salt to,three quarts of 
water and let boil ten minutes; skim 
and pour it over vegetables in the two 
bowls and let stand over night.. Pour 
off brine and put vegetables together 
in a preserving kettle. Mix mustard 
and a tablespoon of turmeric with half 

a cup of water and pour over vegeta- 
bles; add vinegar and let heat to boil-

Argues That’s Reason for 
Ordering Them Stopped. 


Attorney Maclay Hoyne, counsel for 
the Democratic county organization in 
its court battle against city hall cen- 
sorship, said yesterday following a brief 
session before Judge Ira Ryner that 
the Lundin-Thompson machine had 
“confessed its fear of popular indig- 
nation against its methods.” 

Judge Ryner postponed until today 
the hearing upon the Democratic ap- 
plication for an injunction to restrain 
the city hall from interfering With its 
show window stereopticons which 
were stopped by the police last Sat- 
urday on orders “from higher up.” 
The continuance was granted on mo- 
tion of Carl Lund, assistant corpora- 
tion counsel, who said the case had 
been assigned to Leon Hornstein, an 
assistant temporarily out of the city. 

It was one of Lund's statements to 
the court that former State’s Attorney 
Hoyne branded as a “ confession.”
